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HCSO identifies Mack 
High threats suspect

McKINLEYVILLE - 
The Humboldt County 
Sheriff's Office has inden- 
tified a suspect who al- 
legedly made numerous 
phone threats to McKin- 
leyville High School. 

As of last week, the sus- 
pect had not been taken into 
custody, nor did the Sher- 
iff's Office release a name. 

“Due to the seriousness 
of this offense, the Hum- 
boldt County Sheriffs Of- 
fice is investigating it with 
the assistance of the FBI. 
Information will be pro- 
vided regarding this inves- 
tigation once the suspect is 
taken into custody,” states 
a press release issued last 
week by the Sheriffs Office. 

McKinleyville High 
School received a half doz- 
en phone threats earlier 
this month. There were 
phone calls warning the 
school that a man with a 
gun was nearby. In anoth- 
er call, the school was told 
there was a person with a 
gun on campus. Another 
call included a warning

The threats resulted in 
lockdowns, with law en- 
forcement responding and 
searching the campus after 
each call. 

The Sheriffs Office has 
concluded that all of the 
threats were bogus. 

“Evidence gathered 
during the investigation 
points to a single individual 
who has been orchestrating 
this elaborate hoax for the 
purpose of disrupting the 
students,” states the press 
release. “There is no cur- 
rent threat to McKinleyville 
High School, or its stu- 
dents. The previous threats 
made by the suspect were 
all deemed noncredible.” 

The suspect used tech- 
nology to try to hide their 
indentity during the phone 
calls. 

The Sheriffs Office ob- 
tained search warrants 
and submitted “emergen- 
cy disclosure requests” to 
numerous entities to help 
identify the suspect.

cluding supervisors Steve 
Madrone and Michelle 
Bushnell, to review funding 
methods and make recom- 
mendations. 

The committee has ad- 
vanced two options — to 
improve tourism market- 
ing by increasing funding 
under an existing contract 
with the Humboldt County 
Visitors Bureau or to cease 
funding the agency, create 
a county tourism fund and 
form an advisory commit- 
tee to decide on spending. 

But the issues surround- 
ing the decision are com- 
plex and supervisors held 
off on picking an option. 

The bureau is funded 
through an 18 percent share 
of the county’s Transient 
Occupancy Tax (TOT), or 
hotel bed tax.

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The agency’s share is 
divided between itself and 
five localized “gateway 
agencies,” including the Ar- 
cata and Orick chambers of 
commerce. 

According to a written 
staff report, the county al- 
located $592,264 to the bu- 
reau in the 2022-23 fiscal 
year, with 42 percent of it 
going to the gateways. 

The bureau’s current 
contract expires June 30, 
2024. 

Adair noted the ad hoc 
committee’s findings on 
“the efficacy of the funding 
and its use,” with “a sub- 
stantial portion directed to 
operational and overhead 
expenses.”

divvies up funding with the 
gateways, “It is actually left 
with very little funding to 
actually perform an effi- 
cient and effective market- 
ing campaign,” Adair con- 
tinued. 

And he said the bureau 
has “been found in default 
of several aspects of its 
agreement with the county.” 

According to the writ- 
ten staff report, those in- 
clude “lapses in tasks like 
printing a map and guide” 
and subcontracting with- 
out county approval. 

County Aviation Di- 
rector Cody Roggatz said 
while the county’s passen- 
ger air travel has increased 
in the last five years, the 
county’s tourism market- 
ing is operating under “a 
fractured and broken sys- 
tem that’s inefficient and 
uneffective.” 

During a public com- 
ment period, Julie Ben- 
bow, the bureau’s director, 
said the ad hoc commit- 
tee’s | recommendations 
include “misinformation” 
on her agency’s marketing 
and operations. 

She said the county has 
seen “national and inter- 
national marketing suc- 
cesses we’ve accomplished 
with a small budget that 
has been wisely invested 
for the greatest impact.” 

Benbow added, “We feel 
the board cannot make an 
informed decision with- 
out this information” and 
“defunding the bureau will 
have disastrous outcomes” 
including “a critical ad- 
verse effect on revenue.” 

Other public comment 
speakers included busi- 
ness owners and chamber 
of commerce directors 
who vouched for the bu- 
reau’s work. 

Arcata Chamber of Com- 
merce Executive Director 
Meredith Matthews, who 
is Arcata’s mayor, credited 
the bureau with being “ex- 
tremely responsive” and 
discouraged the defund- 
ing option and its adviso- 
ry committee structure, in 
which gateway communi- 
ties would only have “rotat- 
ing” representation. 

Bureau Boardmember 
Lisa Sundberg, a Trinidad 
Rancheria member, de- 
scribed herself as “a na- 
tive representing our voice 
which is often not involved 
in any of the discussions.” 
She described the bureau’s 
work as “amazing” and en- 
couraged teamwork. 

“We all need to collabo- 
rate together and look at a 


joint vision,” she said. 

Madrone reminded that 
the bureau has “a number 
of issues with its contract.” 
He acknowledged its fund- 
ing is limited but added, 
“And yet, there’s a large 
space being rented.” 

He said decision-mak- 
ing should be done in col- 
laboration with the gate- 
ways and others involved 
in tourism. 

“Right now, it’s pretty 
disjointed,” said Super- 
visor Mike Wilson, with 
the gateways and various 
tourism agencies market- 
ing their own areas. 

He didn’t recommend 
one approach over the 
other but said if the bu- 
reau defunding option is 
chosen, it’s important to 
“make sure that the gate- 
ways are funded and do- 
ing what they need to do.” 

Supervisors unani- 
mously voted to fund the 
bureau for the first half 
of 2024, do outreach to 
the gateways, work with 
the bureau on contract 
compliance and have the 
ad hoc supervisors com- 
mittee continue its review

David Baldosser, who has 
been drescribed as the face 
of the McKinleyville Com- 
munity Services District, 
will retire Dec. 29 after 
serving the community for 
26 years. 

If you visited the district 
office to pay your water or 
sewer bill anytime over the 
last quarter century, there’s 
a good chance you interact- 
ed with Baldosser, who has 
remarkable ability to re- 
member customers’ names. 
It is just one of his many 
talents that have endeared 
him to the district’s cus- 
tomers and his coworkers. 

Baldosser began his ca- 
reer with the MCSD on 
Feb. 3, 1997 as a customer 
service representative. He 
later became the customer 
service supervisor, leading 
the district’s front office 
staff. 

Baldosser was lauded at 
the Dec. 6 meeting of the 
MCSD Board of Directors, 
which unanimously passed 
a resolution to “confer

for twenty-six (26) years, 
and acknowledges that he 
will be impossible to re- 
place and wishes him noth- 
ing but good things in his 
retirement.”

Coworkers gushed 
about Baldosser’s kindness. 

“He’s one of the nicest 
people you will ever meet,” 
said Kirsten Messmer, a 
Parks & Recreation em- 
ployee.

“He 
has seen fit to bless me in- 
spite of myself,” Baldosser 
said. 

He noted that his grand-

Our fundraiser for the Emergency Med- 
ical Fund had its most success- 
ful year ever and the German 
Shepherd Cricket, featured here 
just a week ago, was adopted 
after several months of being 
in a foster home. Staff and vol- 
unteers keep the cats and dogs 
well-cared for and entertained. 
But like so many people, I have 
hopes that some things might be 
a little easier in the New Year.

What kind of country do we live in?

nia Condors into the Wild.” 
California Condors, known 
as the “Prey-go-neesh” in 
the Yurok language, are 
being released as part of 
the Northern California 
Condor Restoration Pro- 
gram. Director Tiana Wil- 
liams-Claussen will explain 
the nature of release man- 
agement and give us an up- 
date on the program’s cur- 
rent successes. 

¢ Following on April 
11 will be Alison O’Dowd, 
professor of environmen- 
tal science & management 
at Cal Poly Humboldt with 
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a lecture titled, “River Un- 
dammed: Exploring Bio- 
logical Responses to the 
Klamath Dam Removal”
